|AIUS,  King  of  Thebes,  had 
been  warned  against  mar- 
riage, butgrashly  and  reck- 
lessly he  disregarded  the 
gaming.  The  son  born  tohim,  Oedipus^ 
was  taken  awdy  to  a. foreign  land  and 
adopted  by  its  king  and  queen  for  their 
own  son.  Beiqg  warned  that  he  was 
■^^tedtdkill  his  father  and  marry  his 
mother,  he  endeavored  to  aviart  this 
dfifom,  but  from  a  like  rashness,  in  his 
ha^te  to  prove  the  warfiing  false,  he  left 
his\supposed  Aarents,  came  unwittingly 
to  his  former  liome,  killed  I^iuS  in  a 
ranc^pm  quarreP,  and  married  Jocasta, 
his  toother^  before  enquiring  whether 
his  rjbputed  parents  werfe  his  real  parents 
or  i)Ot.  The  same  fault  of  blind  reck 
les^ness  destroys  his  sons,  Eteocles  and 
Kolynicesi;  who  quarrel  about  the 
Xuccessiori  t«i^>ahe  throne,  and  fall  by 
^eachl  Others  hands  in  battle.  From 
fault  Antigone  hastened  to 
'olynices'  body,  without  seeking 
I  thereto  the  consent  of  the  king, 
her  li^cle  Creon,  who  had  forbidden

the  bufial,  because  Polyn^ces  had  falletr 
while  leading  an  i^vadiftg  host  against 
his  country.  From /the  same  fault 
Creon,  blind  to  ever/thing  except  the 
obligation  to  punisl^isloyalty,  persists 
in  refusing  burialjto  Polynices,  aivj^^jn 
conderaing,  Antigbne,  when  she  at- 
tempts to  bury  hAr  brother,  to  death, 
by  starvation.  Arrttgone  in  her  haste  at 
once  com"mits  suicide.  Creon,  after 
his  first  passion  has  spent  ifself,  is 
frightened  by  the  blind  prophet  Teire- 
sias  into  relenting.  But  his  relenting 
is  too  late  to  save  her,  and  meanwhile 
her  death  destroys  CremVs  son,  her 
lover  and  cousin  Haemori,  who  kills 
himself  over  her  body.  His  d^ath  in 
iiitn  is  a  fatal  blow  to  his  mother,  the 
Queen  Eurydice,  who  has  lately  lost  in 
war  her  only  other  son,  Megareus,  and 
a  third  suicide  follow^  Creon  is  left 
childless  and  wifeless^;  h^  has  learnt  the ; 
lesson  that  prudencj^  is  the  larger  tiiurt 
of  happiness,  but  he  has  learnt  too  late, 
and  the  curse'of  rashness  has  destroyed* 
the  whole  royal  house  in  both  it?  lines.)
